Ré ING met at the place appointed, and having united in folemn 
addreffes to our gracious and indulgent Gop, through whofe tender 
mercies we were preferved and permitted to affemble in peace and fafety ; 
We proceeded to take into deliberate and ferious confideration the ftate of 
the feveral’Chutches as defctibed in their re{pective letters; and were 
deeply affeéted with the different accounts tran{mitted.from them. While 
we mourn the low eftate of fome of the Churches, and fympathize with 
in their various ‘complaints, we rejoice to find that there is a clofe 
adherence to truth, and fuch a ftriét attention to aconverfation 
precious Gofpel, as evidenced by the exclufion of feveral perfons from. 
| ty communion who have walked diforderly among you. However let 
that thinketh he ftandeth, take heed left he fall, and thofe who are 
Spthonowrable be niuch concerned for their own futare prefervation, 
of “the fouls of fuch as have brought reproach on 
“7h Gop, andoffended Him whofe loving-kindnefs is better than 
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fubject of repentance, being free from perfonal blame : therefore could 
fay, Which of you convinceth me of fin? john vil, 16. Hence genuine 
repentance and remiffion of fin are graciguily declared to be infeparably 
ected. 
ee true repentance confifts in a forrowful refletion upon, and indig- 
nation againft, fin, will appear, if you confider, that real penitents, as 
recorded in fcripture, have ever made the difpofition from whence finful 
aéts proceed the matter of fincere lamentation, and holinefs of heart the 
matter of earneft fupplication and prayer. Create in me a clean beart. 
Wah meand I foall be Take away all iniquity—fee Rom, 
vii. Self-loathing on the account of fin likewife proves an hatred of it. 
labbor myfelf, and repent, isthe language of every true penitent. In 
confequence of which, the method Gop has gracioufly revealed to take 
fin-away is cordially embraced, and when a fenfe of pardon, or a com- 
fortable hope of freedom from punifhment does not abate, but even increafe 
repentance, itis then evident that fin is viewed as exceeding finful, and is 
become the object of holy indignation. For thus itis written, J wilf 
efablifh my covenant with thee, and thou fhalt know that I am the Lord : 
that then mart remember and be confounded, and never open thy mouth any — 
more becaufe,of thy foame, when 1 am pacified towards thee for all that thou 
haft done, faith the Loxv Gop, Ezek. xvi. 62, 63. 
It is not «a fenfe Of pardon, but a conviction of criminality, that gives 
being to repentance. If the enjoyment of pardon be the fountain from 
whence it Hows, there can be no penitence before pardon is enjoyed. And 
if fo, every one, who, with the felf-condemned publican fervently prays, 
Gop b¢ mercifulto me a finner, is in animpénitent ttate, than which no- 
thing can be more abfurd. But the continuance and increafe of forrow 
for fin, when pardon is enjoyed; is a proof that the repentance is 
genuine; that it arifeth not merely from felf-love, or a fear of felf being 
in danger of punifhment, but that fin is hated on account of it’s contra- 
nety tothe hely nature and righteous government of Gop. J will, fays 
the Lord, powr upon the houfe of David, and upon the inbabitants of Feru- 
Salem, the {pirit of grace and fupplicatious ; and they foall look upon me whom 
they have peirced, and they foall mourn, &c. Zech. xii.10. A legal 
forrow which arifes merely from an apprehenfion of danger, diminithes 
it proportion to the décreafe of fear. But when faith in a freedom from 
*the threatened penalty is poffefled, and a cheertul hope of eternal glory is 
enjoyed, true repentance flows with greater freedom; and fin is detelted 
from an infinitely higher motive than the bare dread of ‘it’s deftruétive ten- 
dency or damning confequences, even it’s contrariety to the holy nature 
and righteous law of Gop. Hatred to fin, as contrary to the nature of 
Gon, diftin& from the. fatal confequences ref{pecting man, is farther dif- 
kya by the penitent forl’s approbation of the lawof Gop, by which 
ftands' prohibited, and the finner condemned. Such delight in the 
20% as an holy and equitable confticution, while they lament 
ey want of conformity to it.

5, 7,8, 
The language of Paul, that pattern of penitence and faith, is frequenly 
ufed by the truly humbled and penitent foul, not O wretched law, but 
O wretched man that I am, who fhall deliver me, Rom. Vil. 24.—— Again, 
fach Perfons confider deliverance as arifing entirely from Grace, al not 
as an att of juftice due to them ; which farther demonftrates that the law of 
Gop is greatly approved of by them.—They own the charge it brings 
againft them, on account of fin, to be equitably founded, and the punihh- 
ment it threatens unexceptionably right, fitting, and proper; being 
barely equivalent to. the demerit of the leaft difaftection to the divine cha. 
raétér, or non-conformity to the divine will---they do not with, therefore, 
that the law thould be altered, or made agreeable to their depraved dif. 
pofition, but that they might be changed and made agreeable to it. Hence 
the dawnings of redemption excite their aflonifhment and gratitude, and 
increafing difcoveries of falvation by Jefus, promote their humility, and fill 
their hearts with joy and wonder. How is it Lord! and Thanks be to Gon! 
is the native language of their admiring fouls. 

Once more the hatefulnefs of fin, as contrary to the holinefs of Gop’s 
nature, and impartial righteoufnefs of his government, appears in the 
moft awful and ftriking light, when the penitent contemplates the fuffer- 
ings of the Son of Gop---when he confiders the dignity and excellenceof 
his Perfon---the tremendous nature of his fufferings---Gon’s infinite 
abhorence of fin beams forth with dreadful luftre. In that wonderful 
tranfaction, Gon’s infinite regard to the honour of hislaw, the glory of 
his perfections, asa moral governor, and the inflexible nature of his juttice, 
is more brightly difplayed and loudly proclaimed than by all the horrors of 
hel], orthe groans of the damned. ‘lo what has been faid, we may add, 
that when the glory of Gop is moft clearly. difcovered to the fubje& of 
true repentance, then the odioufnefs of fin appears, and is proportionably 
lamented by him. When Iaiah faw the Lord fitting upon a throne high 
and lifted up, and bis train filled the temple, and heard the attending /eraphim 
crying one to another, boly, holy, holy, is the Lord 4 hofts, hefaid, Wo is me

From the nature of repentance, as above ftated, we may obferve 
1. That there may be pungent forrow and grief in confequence of fin, and 
at the fame time the foul be deftitute of true penitence. This is evident 
from the anguith of fpirit difcovered in the complaint of Cain, whofe dif- 
trefs arofe not from a conviction of the henious nature‘of his fin, but from 
the heavy punifhmentinflicted on him, Gen.iv. 13. 2. There may be 
liberal confeffions of guilt where there is no real repentance. Saul own 


he was the agreflor, and had done very foolifhly, in profecuting his ma- 


licious defign againft the life of his fon David. Even Pharaoh Seal fay, 
1 and my people are wicked, Ex. ix.27. And Judas acknowledged he had 
finned in betraying innocent blood, Matt. xxvii. 4. 3. Nordo purpofes 
amendment always {pring from true repentance. Pharaoh promifed to 
And the abandoned Jews engaged to fubmit to the will of 
Gop, whatever it fhould be; but when made known to them by the 
prophet, they abfolutely refufed a compliance with it, Jer, xlii. 5, 6, 20 
¢ DPhere.may be a change of conduét, or an external reformation, ‘oa 
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abfolutely of no weight at all in the 
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+ 5% ternal piritaal change of principle or difpofition of foul. 
which he dares not indulge himfelf in, thro’ fhame 
or fear of punifhment. The chaining of a lion does not change it’s nature. 
And yet without a change of the inward bias of the heart, there will be 
a returning to finful courfes when fuitable opportunitiesoccur. Therefore 
it happens unto fuch according to the true proverb, The dog is turned to bis 
vomit again; and, The fow that was «walbed, to her wallowing in the 
mire, 2 Pet. ii. 22. Whereas, though a fheep may fall into the mire, it 
is contrary to it’s very nature and inclination to delight in fuch a fituation. 
5. Pardon of fin, or exemption from puniihent, may bedefired, when the 
evil natureof fin is not abhorred. Forgive, J pray thee, my fin, was the requeft 
of the Egyptian tyrant, when diftreit under the mighty hand of the Gop 
of Ifrael ; and in like manner, Simon, the forcerer, intreated the apoftles, 
faying, Pray ye to the Lord that none of thofe things which ye have Spoken 
come upon me, Atts vill. 24. 

There is, dear brethren, a vaft difference between the forrow which 
arifes from the alarms of a natural confcience, and true repentance. 
A natural man may be grieved becaufe of the punifhment of fin, and 
fay, my punifoment is beavier than I can bear; but the {piritual penitent 
mourns the evil of fin, as againit a good, holy, and gracious Gop, and 
as contrary to, or a tranfgreffion of, a law every way mghteous and 
excellent. Natural men confider the repentance of which they are the 
fabjeéts as an honourable amends made to Gop for their fins. Their 
tears, their confeflions, their prayers, and their partial reformations, are 
fuppofed to pacify Gop, and reinftate them into the forfeited favour of 
the moft High, {o far as to procure a pardon. Or if defpair prove pre- 
dominant, in that cafe Gop and his government areabhorred and blaf- 
phemed. Whereas the true penitent is afhamed that he is no more 
alhamed, grieved that he is no more grieved on account of his fins, and 
fees his repentance is fo partial and imperfect, that he muft look to the 
blood of jefus to atone for the defilement of his humiliations, confeffions, 
tears, and prayers. Indeed, he fees there is abfolutely no hope in his 
cafe but from the mere grace of Gop ‘through Jefus Chrift. ©Since, as it 
is forcibly and judicioufly exprefled by an eminent American divine, 
** His repentance, which is but of finite worth, when caft into the 
‘* balance in oppofition to his guilt, which is infinite, is lighter than if 
** the {malleft atom of matter were flung into one fcale, and the whole 
** material fyftem into the other. For there is fome proportion between 
“ the leaft atom of matter, and the whole material fyftem; but there is 
“no proportion between finite and infinite. And therefore, as in the 
“* eye of the law, fo in the eye of an enlighten’d confcience, the moft 
** exalted virtue of the moft eminent faint ftands for nothing; i.e. is 
conceivable degree to

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. pature fuited to fpiritual employment and enjoyment, delights in religioug 
exercifes, and grows in cordial attachment to Chrift, love to Gop, and fear 
of fin, in proportion to the increafe of evidence ref{pecting his title to ever. 
lafting blifs, 6. ‘Temporary repentance is always circum{cribed within 
narrow limits. Outward and grois fins are lamented while the depravity of 
mature, the inward difaffeGtion to the divine character, the fins of the 
heart, are either overlooked or apoligized for, as pitiable afflictions, 
But the real chriftian is exercifed with, and grieved for, the fins of the 
heart. The depravity of his nature he confiders as a criminal defeét, and 
feels much forrow on account of thofe hidden workings of fin which none 
but Gop and himfelf can difcern. He daily endeavours after perfed 
conformity to Gop, and the more he advances in the divine lite, the 
more hateful fin appears, and having increafing fenfibility of his own 
weaknefs and unworthinefs, when he rejoices in Chrift Jefus, and in the 
teftimony of a good confcience, he puts no confidence in the fleth but 
finks deeper and deeper into felf-abafement, and holy diffidence, Ina 
word, every day of his life, yea, every duty he performs, furnifhes fret 
matter for penitence and prayer, and while he refts on the infinitely 
meritorious mediation of Chrift for complete falvation, he applies to the 
fpirit and fyilnefs of Chrift for conftant prefervation from evil, and ins 
creafing conformity to the divine image. : 
We hope, dear brethren, you will, with the nature of repentance, con- 
fider it’s abfolute x ecessity. Without repentance, there is no falvation. 
The impenitent, confidered as fuch, are treafuring up unto themselves wrath 
againft the wrath, Rom.ii. 5. Except ye repent, ye fhall all like 
wife perifo, Luke xiii. 3. Hence, John, the harbinger of Jefus, begun 
his minittry with urging the neceflity of repentance. ‘he fame important 
topic was much infiited on by the redeemer. And the fubject matter of 
the apofties’ miniftration is fummed up in repentance toward Gon, and 
faith in our Lord Fefus Chri, Acts xx. 21. ‘The propriety and neceflty 
of..which will more fully appear, if it be confidered, that a// bave finned, 
ana come foort of the glory of Gov, Rom. iii. 23. That by fin, Gop 
-4s difhonoured; for his will is thereby contradifted and oppofed ; his 
uftice and law infulted; his holinefs affronted ; his power contemned ; 
is wifdom, goodnefs, and integrity, called in queftion, or tacitly denied. 
Sin tramples on his authority, and difcredits his threatnings : in a word, 
Gop is:thereby treated as an impotent enemy, and {et at defiance as a mott 
infignificant being, whofe friendthip is not worth feeking, nor his dif- 
pleafure to be dreaded. 
Jehovah muft therefore citber fit down by their contempt and difhonour, 
andfo abdicate his throne, and difband his empire, deny his own abfolute 
perfectionand fovereign dominion, allowing there is no king in the uni- 
verfe, but all his creatures may do what is in their own eyes ; or others 
wife, he mutt vindicate his injured honour, by plunging the hardened 
_ tranigreffor into eternal mifery, and thus ger bim/elf the glory to avenging 
juitice by anfli€ting deferved punifhment, which the rebel refufed to give 
to divine holinefs by obedience; or elfe Gov mutt put the finner to 
thame, make him deeply fenfible-of the guilt of his abominable rebellion, 
and bring him to a fincere, ingenuous confeffion of guilt, a cordial ac-

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2. Repentance, if genuine, will extend to all fin, and not to thofe only 
which are of a grofs nature, or that render us fcandalous among men. Bat 
fin, as fin, and fo every fin, as far as difcovered to the mind, will be viewed 
with forrow and godly contrition, 

3. Such who are truly penitent will dread fin more than forrow, and 
therefore rather continue in trying circumftances than ufe finful methods 
to be freed from them, See Heb. xi. 35. 

4. Such will prefer an increafe of grace toan increafe of earthly goods, 
and, if fo, the means to obtain the former will not be forfaken in order 
to purfue the latter.----Thofe profeflors are certainly very culpable whe 
depart from the gofpel and the ordinances of Gon’s houfe for the fake of a 
fituation more eafy to the flefh, or any temporal advantage when abfolute 
neceflity cannot be pleaded. 

5. Such do not, cannot relate their former finful courfes with an air of 
pleafure and complacency as the manner of fome is. 

6. Much fecret prayer for the pardon and fubduing of fecret fins is an 
happy evidence of genuine repentance. 

7. When Chritt is loved, and heaven longed for, on account of the re- 
moval of fin. Itis poflible carnal men may feel affection for Chrift from 
an apprehenfion of his having freed them from punifhment; or becaufe 
they fuppofe he has delivered them from a difagreeable law, or fo far re- 
laxed their obligation to it’s precepts, thatthey may indulge fin, atleata 
little, without danger, and conform to the world with peace of confcience. 
Men may even long for heaven as a place of reft and pleafure, and yet 
ae an averfion to that which conititutes the happinefs of Saints in 

How thankful fhould thofe be to whom the grace of repentance is given, 
for tho’ it is the Duty of all men torepent, yet fuch is the averfion to good, 
and propenfity to evil in every one by nature, that none can ever be the 
fabject of true repentance till holy diipofitions be implanted, and the heart 
changed by the omnipotent {pirit and grace of Gop. It is Gop who 
granteth repentance unto life, Aéts xi. 18. The difficulties attending 
repentance, and the advantages arifing from it, if duly confidered, would 
excite the pofleflors of it to gratitude and praife. We fhall therefore drop 
afew hints refpecting each. Nature cannot perform what is contrary to 
utelf. By repentance, corrupt nature is counteracted. For thereby a man 
1s brougat to hate and abhor himfelf, to deny himfelf, renouncing all thofe 
things which he naturally loves, delightsin, and feeks his happinefs from. 

It is contrary to fecond nature, Can the Ethiopian change his fkin, or the 
leopard bis Spots; then may they who are accuftomed to do evil, learn to do 
well, Jer. xiii. 23. Itis unnatural to a young finner, but toan old trani- 
greflor doubly fo. | 

The advantages arifing from true repentance are greatindeed, Though 
it does not merit falvation, yet without it falvation cannot be enjoyed, nor 
warrantably expected. And the true penitent fhall as certainly be faved 
as every impenitent perfon fhall be damned.----The truly penitent is ha- 
bitually fit for heaven, as he is evidently reconciled to Gop. His juftice, 
holineis, and Law are cordially approved, and his wifdom, love, and 
mercy, as difcovered in the faviour, are admired and adored. Tte penitent 
1§ in a difpofition fuited to join the heavenly choir, who with holy rapture
